Quebec's  methods  pf*  Provincbl 
administration  should  be  a  lesson  to 
every  Province  in  the  Dominion.  Mr. 
Jacob  Nichol  has  been  able  in  his 
budget  speech,  just  delivered,  to  show 
a  surphis  of  |5,0JJ,419.45  for  tbc 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30  last  The 
ordinary  revenue  was  |2l/S09,J96.10 
and  the  ordinary  expenditare  $16,- 
575,967.65.  It  is  pointed  out, 
with  -tusttfiabie  satisfaction  that 
this  record  has  never  been  equalled 
by  any  Province  iu  the  Do- 
minion. The  operations  of  liquor 
control  have,  of  course,  had  a 
goud  deal  to  do  with  the  excellent 
financial  showing  of  the  French- 
Canadian  Province,  but  the  liquor 
policy  alone  docs  not  account  for  all, 
the  surplus.  Indeed,  the  total  profits 
from  the  operation  of  the  liquor  law 
only  amounted  to  $4/XlO,000,  and  in 
this  estimate  are  included  the  rev- 
enues and  fines,  duties,  permits,  as 
well  as  t(ie  net  profits  derived  from 


Quebec,  with  a  population  of  2, 
500,000,  is  able  to  administer  the  af- 
fairs of  its  people,  Provindally,  for 
less  than  fl7,000,000  annually.  This 
implies  that  a  policy  of  strict  econ- 
omy is  pursued,  but  with  it  there  is 
unusually  efficietil  ^duUnictraiit^u 
which  has  earned  the  Province  an 
enviable  reputation.  A  signal  exam- 
ple of  administrative  ability  is  shown 
in  the  operation  of  the  liquor  law, 
which  has  met  with  public  favor  that 
indicates  no  sign  of  diminution,  it  is 
the  same  with  the  different  depart 
roents  of  Government.  Quebec  has  a 
Liberal  administration,  but  Conser- 
vative policies.  It  is  chary  of  adopt- 
ing new-fangled  ideas  and  exercises 
a  stront  che<!k  on  any  efforts  ttt  pro- 
mote expenditures  other  than  those 
required  for  routiuc  administration 
and  wcU-ord^rcd  schemes  of  develop- 
ment It  enjoys,  and  has  enjoyed,  the 
fame  of.  betn|[  fhc  best  administered 
Provinik  in  th(  Dominion,  a  fact 
th^t  is  borne  testimony  to  by  the 
satisfaction  whifh.  prevails  among  its 
people.  It  is 'evident  that  this  satis-

He  had 
been  misrepresented  as  to  his  attitude 
on  the  Aalatlo  qooatlon.    As  a  matter 
of  fact,  ha  had  Tpted  for  Aalatlo  ox- 
claaloa,  and  had  boon  oohlpMBOatod 
for  hlo  apoooh  la  tho  Xooao  on  the 
queattoa.    Ho  had  alao  dona  his  beat 
to  secure  the  boat  arrangemenu  pos- 
slble  for  the*  iV-Oatamrahment  of  re- 
turned soldlem.
